Chicago Federation Thinks Gov- 
ernment Responsible for 
Conditions.

BIG RIVER IMPROVEMENT URGED 


A tentative offer was made to the city of 
Chicago yesterday of the entire ninth floor 
of the county building for the purpose of 
housing a part of the thousands of homeless 
and idle men said to be wandering the streets. 
The offer was,made by President Alexander 
A. MeCormick of the county board. The 
sudden cold is expected to spur the author- 
ities to quick action in an effort to prevent 
suffering. 

It is estimated the ninth floor would pro- 
vide bed room for 600 men, and more could 
be housed in an emergency. If the ninth 
floor proves Inadequate, Mr. McCormick pro- 
poses the city and county throw open the 
corridors of their respective buildings. 
Thousands could be housed in this way, it is 
said. 

While Mr. McCormick was announcing this 
offer the local Federation of Labor was 
adopting a resolution placing its assistance 
at the command of the city in caring this 
winter for ** the 100,000 idle men in Chicago.” 
The labor leaders are expected to back Mr. 
McCormick’s plan. He will ask the county 
board at its meeting this afternoon to make a 
formal offer of the ninth floor space. 

Urges Immediate Remedy, 

‘If the city doesn't accept the offer.”” Pres- 
ident McCormick said, ‘‘ I will try to have the 
county use the space for that purpose. We 
must provide for thfese shelterless men. We 
cannot stop to inquire as to the cause of 
their condition. We must remedy it now. 

“The ninth floor of the county building is 
unoccupied. It is unfinished and has steam 
heat with room enough to accommodate 600 
men. 
only for sleep but for shelter during the day 
while this cold snap is on, If there is not 
enough room, the halls and corridors of the 
city hall and county building can be used. 

“It will cost us nothing, and it won't cost 
the city much more. Cots will not be neces- 
sary. Mattresses will do just as well. The 
churches might be used also for these men. 
But there !s another reason why 1 favor 
the county building idea. It would be inter- 
esting for those men without jobs who want 
work to wander around the county building 
and see those men who have jobs but don’t 
work.” 

Labor Discusses Question. 

The labor resolution pointed out the ‘* 100,- 
000 idle men in Chicago” have no place to 
sleep and no money to buy food. In a rego- 
lution from the International Association of 
Machinists the Chicago Federation of Labor 
was asked to aid the idle men by codperat- 
ing with the city on the most effective plan. 

After considerable discussion by the dele- 
gates on the reasons for the large number of 
idle men the question of aid was referred to 
the executive board with instructions to 
take the question up with the city council. 
The officials of the federation thought Chi- 
cago would have more unemployed men to 
care for this year than in any other year 
in its history. Business conditions and a 
government with no scheme for meeting 
such an emergency, they) charged, are re- 
sponsible for the destitution. 


Peace Scheme Explained. 

The scheme of the Garton foundation for 
universal peace was explained to the labor 
delegates by Bernard Noel Langdon-Davies, 
who is touring America in the interests of 
the movement. Mr. Langdon-Davies charged 
nations were kept poor by using large sums 
of money eack year for battleships and 
armaments. | 
** Nations should get rid of their arma- 
ments,’ he said. ‘‘ Labor pays the mass 
of the taxes to buy it, and labor does the 
fighting when it comes to war. Armaments 
are not necessary for the commerce of a 
nation. Switzerland has no navy, yet it is 
the most prosperous country in the world. 
Norway has practically no navy, yet its 
commerce is eageriy sought by other na- 
tions. If the nation has the goods:another 
nation wants, it doesn't need o navy to force 
another nation to buy. |

R. Bruce Watson, Former 
State Architect, Secretly 
Weds Mrs. G.C. Coney, 
Friends Learn. 


RECALLS NEAR TRAGEDY, 


Rumor of Betrothal to Another 
Two Years Ago Led to Street 
Chase and Wounding: of 
Politician. 


A near tragedy in the life of R. Bruce Wat- 
gon, Chicago architect and politician, hae 
turned into a romance. Mr. Watson has 
married the woman who two years ago shot 
him twice and chased him through streets 
with a revolver. Mr. and Mrs. Watson are 
living at the former house of Mr. Watson's 
mother, at 225 South Central Park avenue. 

The present Mrs. Watson formerly was 
Mrs. George C. Goney. Mr. George C. 
Coney, her former husband, obtained a di- 
vorce three years ago, mentioning Watson as 
co-respondent under the name of “ Richard 
Roe.”’ 

Mr. Coney, who is manager for the C. L. 
La Boiteaux company, 58 West Jackson 
boulevard, lives with his two children at 
808 Sheridan road. He said last night that 
he had learned of the marriage of his former 
wife to the man who, he said at the time 
of the shooting, “‘ wrecked my wife's life 
and mine, and cast a shadow on my chil- 
dren.” 


She Calls on Watson. 

On Bept. 7, 1911, Mre. Coney went to the 
Watson residence and was met at the front 
door by Watson. After a spirited conver- 
sation on the door step, Mr. Watson slammed 
the door, leaving the caller on the outside. 
It was supposed at the time that the sub- 
ject of the spirited door step conversation 
was the report that Watson was soon to 
marry the daughter of LeRoy W. Sinclair, 
hotel owner at West Baden, for whom he had 
drawn plans for a large hotel. 

Mrs.. Coney then laid siege. Watson sought 
to leave his house by the rear way. Mrs 
Coney, anticipating the move, was waiting 


in an alley. As the architect tripped down 


the stairs he looked into the muzzle of a 
pearl handled revolver which Mrs. Coney had 
drawn from the patent leather recticule. 

‘*Go away; I don’t want to talk to you,” 
Mr. Watson was heard to say. 


She Fires Three Shots. 
Mrs. Coney fired. The bullet grazed the 
architect's head above the right ear. The 
shodtiig Aroused the neighborhood. John 


B. Ritchie, an employé of the west park, 


board, who witnessed the encounter, said the 
woman leaned over the back fence and 
fired two more shots, the first taking effect 
in Watson's thigh. 

Watson ran through the alley toward 
Jackson boulevard. Mrs. Coney took up the 
chase, weapon in hand. She was joined by 
Patrolman James O’Brien and Ritchie, both 
of whom thought the well dressed woman 
was chasing a burglar. 

At Central Park avenue and Adams street, 
Watson flung himself into a milk wagon 
at the curb. 

“I'm shot!” he shouted to the driver. 
** Take me to the drug store at Monroe street 
and Central Park avenue. Whip up the 
horse. There's a woman aftér me with a 
gun.’’ 


“T Shot a Man; That’s All.” 

With the quarry escaped, O’Brien and 
Ritchie turned to Mrs. Coney for explana- 
tions. 

‘**I shot a man; 
Coney. — 

“Who is he?” 
husband?” 3 

**No,’' Mrs. Coney replied, ‘‘ but he ought 
to be. Here, take this. I am through with 
it now,’ she concluded, handing over the 
revolver. 

The victim of the ambush was attended at 
a hospital. Mrs. Coney was taken toa 
police station, where she made a statement 
which concluded with “ I don't regret shoot- 
ing him, but I am glad he will not die. I 
wanted to frighten him more than anything 
else.”’ 


Then They Wed in Secret. 

Watson would not discuss the case and 
refused to prosecute. Mrs. Coney was re- 
leased. That was the last heard of the inci- 
dent until a few days ago when Mr. Watson 
annovneed at a dinner to friends at the 
‘Zrez.t Northern hotel that he had just re- 
turned to Chicago from his honeymoon. The 
‘wedding took place secretly on Oct. 6. 

Watson played politics with the Lorimer 
faction of the Republican party and became 
the first state architect when that office was 
created under the administration of Gov. 
Tanner. 56

Steamer Swanmore Goes to Rescue of 
Burning Rio Grande—Discipline of 
Both Crews Averts Accident.

Norfolk, Va., Dec. 7.—[Special.] — One 
hundred and ninety-seven passengers were 
taken off the steamer Rio Grande at sea 
this morning while the big ship was on fire 
and thought to be in danger. The rescue 
was made by the British steamship Swan- 
more, bound from Liverpool for Baltimore. 

The latter steamer heard the Rio Grande’s 
eall for assistance about 2 o'clock this 
morning and went immediately to its side. 
The Swanmore was almost alongside the 
burning vessel at 4 o'clock, and in response 
to signals lowered lifeboats and sent them 
to the burning ship. 

The Rio Grande also had its lifeboats ready 
when the Swanmore reached it. They were 
hanging in their davits loaded with pas- 
sengers. The rescue was made 205 miles 
northwest of Diamond Shoals during a severe 
southwest blow. 

There was a high sea, but there was such 
perfect discipline among the crews of both 
sbips that not a boat was jammed against 
the sides of either ship. The crew on the 
Rio Grande, almost exhausted by their fight 
with fire, were eager to take the passengers 
to safety. 

Wireless reports, while meager, state that 
after the Swanmore had taken all the 
passengers on board its crew helped to fight 
the fire on the Rio Grande. One report from 
the burning ship said after the fire was got 
under control the passengers were trans- 
ferred from the Swanmore back to the Rio 
Grande.

Atlantic City, N. J., Dec. 7.—[Special.]— 
Louis Kuehnle, political boss of Atlantic 
City, probably will begin his term of one 
year at hard labor in the state prisop at 
Trenton next Wednesday. 

Although he wielded more power to make 
or unmake judges and prosecutors within 
hig domain than any other party leader in 
the country, this power failed to help him 
in his fight to escape the crushing humilia- 
tion of imprisonment. 

Beaten in the courts of New Jersey avd 
convinced that an appeal to the United 
States Supreme court would be futile, he has 
decided to present himself at the prison and

He was convicted on a charge ot having, 
as a member of the board of water commis- 
sioners of Atlantic City, awarded a contract 
to a company in which he was a stockholder. 
He was convicted in his own county by a 
jury of his own fellow citizens, sentenced fn

Peter Noto, the missing witness in the 

Musso murder trial in February, -_-13, was 
found dead last night shot four times in the 
head. He had arrived in Chicago from Oma”a 
early in the day. According to testimony 
during Mrs. Musso’s trial for the ; urder of 
her husband, Peter Musso, Noto made daily 
visite to the Musso home for a year before the 
tragedy. 

Noto’s body was found by Frank Dunlap 
of 219 West Adams street in front of 1027 
Larrabee street. In his pockets was $64 in 
bills. A search of the Italian colony failed 
to uncover any persons who would admit 
having heard the shots. Police are looking 
for Peter Musso's brother, remembering a 
report that he had threatened to kill Noto. 

Lieut. Jacob Reich is said to have learned 
that Mrs. Musso is living at 1029 Larabee 
dtreet. Noto had engaged rooms in the next 
house. |

WON FIGHT TO ‘SAVE’ GRANT PARK 


A. Montgomery Ward, founder of the first 
mail order business and equally well known 
in Chicago as the “ watchdog of the lake 
front,” died yesterday at his residence in 
Highland Park. He was 70 years old, but 
mentally keen to the last. 

Pulmonary cedema, a species of pneumonia, 
was given ag the cause, largely induced by a 
fall about six weeks ago in which he frac- 
tured his hip. He also had been a sufferer 
from Bright's disease. 

Death occurred a few minutes before 9 
a. m., while his wife, his daughter, Mare 
jorie, his partner and brother-in-law, George 
R. Thorne, and a few nieces and nephews 
were present, in addition to Doctors Joseph 
P. Cobb and C. BE. Kahike of Chicago and 
A. R. Sheldon of Highland Park. 


Leaves $15,000,000 Fortune. — 

The mail order pioneer, who started hig 
business career at 25 cents a day, leaves @ 
fortune conservatively estimated by relas 
tives and friends at about $15,000,000, cons 
sisting chiefly of a large proportion of the 
stock in ‘A. “Montgomery Ward & Co., of 
which he retained the title of president, 
though retiring in 1901 from active manager 
ment. 

Of greater importance to Mr. Ward, h@ 
lived to see a change in public opinion ree 
garding his successful fight of more thag 
twenty years to keep buildings of all kinda 
from Grant park. This involved litigation 
which four times carried him to the Illinoig 
Supreme court and as often brought vice 
tories. It has been estimated that Mr. Ward 
spent at least $150,000 in the fight which he 
termed “for the poor people of Chicage-— 
not the millionaires.” 

He lived to see his mind disabused of the 
view he expressed four years ago when he 
said: “I have nothing at stake in this fighé 
but the good of the people now and for future 
generations. Perhaps I may see the publie 
appreciate my efforts—but I doubt it.” 


Fight May Be Continued. 

There is a general impression Mr. Ward 
left a provision in his wili for a continuance 
of the defense of Grant park against build- 
ing encroachments. James W. Thorne, one 
of his nephews, said that but two persons 
knew if such a provision existse—Mr. Ward 
and the attorney who had won his many 
battles, George P. Merrick. The lawyer de 
clined to comment. 

Mr. Ward and the company which bears hig: 
name have disposed of all their Michigan 
avenue property, but still maintain their 
right of easement—and legal protest—by 
mortgages on the property. If this should 
lapse there are two other men willing to cone 


tinue the Grant park fight—Levy Mayer,’ 


lawyer and owner of the Stratford hotel prope 
erty, and James A. Patten, the grain oper 
ator, who owns some pleces of Michigag 
avenue property. 

The funeral services will be held tomorrow 
afternoon at 2 @tlock at the Highland Parig 
residence.

Descendant of Old Family, 

Aaron Montgomery Ward was born om 
Feb. 17, 1843, at Chatham, N. J., his parentg 
being Sylvester A. and Julia L. M. (Greene, 
Ward. He was the great-grandson of Capt, 
Israel Montgomery Ward, who served ig 
the colonial and revolutionary wars undes 
Washington, and the namesake of anotheg 
relative, Gen. George A. Montgomery Ward, 
of the same period. 

When the future mail order king! ‘was 
years old his family migrated to Niles, Mich. 
where he attended the public schools until he 
was 14. 
to help maintain a large and far from 
wealthy family, but never acquiesced, and 
found work in @ stave factory at 25 centa 
Later he became a day laborer in a bricke 
yard. 

The first glimmering of the ability that wag 
to amass millions came a few years later 
when. he removed to St. Joseph, Mich., te 
work in a general merchandise store for $5 
a month and his board. In three years hé as- 
sumed entire charge of the place at @ salary 
of $100 a month and beard. 


Comes to Chicago. 

Young Ward arrived in Chicago in 1865 
and found employment with Field, Palmer 
& Leiter, now Marshall Field & Co. and 
here he remained two years. He then tried 


wholesale dry goods with Willis, Gregg @ 


Brown, and when that firm dissolved he bee 
came a traveling salesman for Walter M. 
Smith & Co. of St. Louis. He soon 


Then he was apprenticed to a trade » 
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& Co., now Hillman’s, and passed through — 


the great fire of 1871 in their employ. 

The year 1572 saw two great events in Mr. 
Ward's life. He married Miss -Elizabeth 
Cobb of Kalamazoo and he started the first 
big mail order house in the world in a loft 
over a livery stable on Kinzie street between 
Rush and State strects. 
law, George R. Thorne, was his partner, and 
these» two with one clerk started to prove 
their friends wrong when they predicted 
failure in the attempt to eliminate the mid- 
dieman and sell direct to the consumer. 


Rapid Development of Business. 

From the experiment over the Kinzie street 
livery stable developed A. Montgomery Wara 
& Co., with a business of $40,000,000 annually 
and branch houses in Kansas City, New 
York, Portiand, Ore., and Fort Worth, Tex., 
and the lone clerk of the olden days has been 
succeeded by 6,000 employés. 

The first move was five years later when 
the growing firm went to Wabash avenue, 
now the location of Hartman's furniture 
store. 
tower, Madison street and Michigan avenue, 
was purchased from the U. S. Warehouse & 
Merchandising

Interested in Fine Horses, 

. Mr. Ward's greatest enjoyment was his 
horses, which he bred at his country place. 
La Belle Knoll, at Oconomowoc, Wis. To his 
friends he would proudly display the ribbons 
his hackney and other stock had won at 
equine shows. Two years ago, while at his 
winter residence in Pasadena, Cal., he dis- 
located a shoulder by slipping on the run- 
ning board of his motor car. This caused 
him to sell his Oconomowoc estate and also 
caused a cessation of his golfing. 

During last summer he purchased the 
Highland Park residence of former Federal 
Judge Peter S. Grosscup, where he died. He 
was a member of the following clubs: Chi- | 
cago Athletic, Exmoor, Midlothian, South | 
Shore, Union League, Oconomowoc, and Chi- 
cago Yacht. 

Although known to but comparatively few, 
Mr. Ward was lavish as well as secretive in 
his charities. He endowed many hospital 
beds under names other than his own, and 
for many years one charitable worker of 
Chicago has received from him annually an 
order book for 600 tons of coal’~ It is also 
related that on a visit to Niles, Mich., he 
found a woman who had worked for his 
parents ill and about to be turned out of her 
home because of a $3,000 mortgage. He sent 
physicians and nurses to the woman’s bed- 
side, and a few days later mailed her the 


canceled mortgage. 


History of Lake Front Fight. . 
Although Montgomery Ward did not ap- 
pear in court relative to the lake front liti- 


“i gation until 1890, the fight over this question 
* was coeval with the history of Chicago, 
@tarting in 1836, or one year before the city 


was incorporated. 
The cana} commissioners platted the land

and sold lots along Michigan avenue on rep- 
resentation the land eastward would always 
remain free of buildings.

Calumet, Mich., Dec. 7.—Arthur and Harry 
James, brothers, and Thomas Dally were 
killed and Mary Nicholson badly wounded 
by rifle bullets fired before daylight today 
into the apartment house in which they lived. 
The James brothers came here yesterday 
from Toronto, Canada, and obtained employ- 
ment in the Copper Range Consolidated mine, 
the employés of which are among those on 
strike. 


Woman in Another Fiat. 

They took up their abode with Dally, a 
miner and boarding house keeper. Miss 
Nicholson is the daughter of William Nich- 
olson, who occupied the other side of the 
apartment house in which Dally lived. 

All of the victims were in bed when shot. 
Three kinds of rifle bullets were imbedded 
in the walls of the house. Ten or twelve 
shots were fired, and the difference in style 
of bullets led to the belief that at least 
three men did the shooting. Six suspects 
ape under arrest. 


Citizens Make Protest. 

The murders aroused great indignation 
through the strike zone, and big meetings 
of citizens were held in Calumet and Hough- 
ton today. Speakers condemned some o- the 
nonresident paid agitators for the series of 
crimes of which the murders today were the 
latest. 

Botn meetings adopted resolutions de- 
manding that the sheriff use all means to rid 
the city of ‘‘ murder inciting mercenaries,”’ 
and that all law abiding citizens unite in 
giving peace officers all assistance to re- 
store peace and normal conditions.

IN LOOP BY DAY 


“Vanishing Smasher” Steals 
$8,000 of Best Jewels from 
Behind Lebolt Wire Mesh. 


THREEGUARDS ON WATCH 


Mechanical ‘Fingers’ Slipped 
Through Hole Made by Pe- 
culiar Glass Cutter. 


A policeman stopped for & minute shortly 
afier 8 o'clock yesterday morning on the 
southwest corner of Monroe and State 
streets, looked ail around, and resumed hig 
walk. 

Several minutes later the watchman on the 
inside of the jewelry store of Lebolt & Co. 
on the corner looked at the large clock at 
the rear of the store and noted it was almost 
time for breakfast. 

Not more than three minutes later an out- 
side watchman for the Pinkerton Protective 
patrol passed the jewelry store windows on 
the Monroe street side and noticed every- 
thing in order. 

Between the passage of the pokiceman and 
the Pinkerton patroiman several street cars 
had passed the cornér,-a bakery wagon had 
rolled by, several mewsboys with Sunday 
morning papers had passed, and the occa- 
sional Sunday morning pedestrian in the 
loop. 

Robbery Discovered by Neighbor. 

It was not quite 8:25 when Robert I. Him- 
mel, employed at the John T. Shayne & Co. 
store, next door to the jewelry house, passed 
the Lebolt store. A gold bracelet’ watch on 
the sidewalk caused him to look at the 
window. 

Behind the steel wiring which affords a 
night protection for the window, a segment 
of glass had been removed from one corner 
of the sash, long mechanical “ fingers’ had 
m inserted through the wire mesh, 
through the hole in the glass, and had se- 
lected from the remotest corners of the dis- 
play about $8,000 worth of only the most 
yaluable jewelry in the window. 

It was just one more job of the “ vanishing 
window smasher.” 

When the smasher came, how he broke the 
window, how he extracted the valuables, and 
where he went, were mysteries alike to the 
three guardians of property, who had occu- 
pied the corner during the twenty minutes, 
as well as the city headquarters detectives, 
who arrived soon after the alarm. 


Second Daylight Robbery. 

Tt is the second time the window has been 
robbed in broad daylight. In six months the 
“vanishing window smashér ’’ with the long 
discriminating fingers has robbed the jewelry 
stores of Berg & Co., Peacock & Co., and 
Hyman & Co., all in prominent loop locations. 

In none of the robberies have the police 
been able to find out whether the robber 
works from an automobile or on foot, wheth- 
er the robbery is done alone or with accom- 
plices to stand guard, nor just how the rob- 
ber is able to reach from seven to fifteen feet 
through the space of a square inch in the 
wire mesh. 

Jewelers believe the robber is a former 
employé of a jewelry store, and one accom- 
plished in the use of the long thin pliers with 
which jewelers reach into their windows at 
night to remove their most valuable pieces. 


The detectives believe some peculiarly con- } - 


structed glass cutter was inserted back of 
the wire mesh and used. After this the tap | 
of a small stick through the wire mesh 
would cause the glass segment to fall in 
with little noise on the pluph lined window 
bottom.

He was left a large fortune 
and devoted most of his life to scientific 
study and research, according to his friends 

Most of his work was in the study and 
translation of the Egyptian language, and 
he rendered many papyri of medical sub- 
jects into English. 

Dr. von Kiein hag been iil at the County 


' hospital for more than a month, but his con- 
faitfon did not become public until last night. 


He is suffering froin kidney trouble and 


‘gangrene, which resulted from the amputa- 


tion of several toes. His condition was re- 
vealed by Dr. Antonio Laegorio, head of the 
Pasteur institute. 

Efforts will be made this morning to as- 
semble the trustees of the John Crerar li- 
brary, of which Dr. von Klein was one, so 
that he may be removed from the county 
hospital to a private institution.

sity of a strong government are the argu- 
ments advanced in favor of Gen, Huerta. 

His government means a continuation of 
class privilege, and, as a consequence, of 
the abuses which are the fundamental 
cause of the present disordef. 

If allowed to make large loans in 
Europe, he could only get them at very 
high rates, and would undoubtedly misuse 
a large part of them, as he has alreacy 
done with the government funds which 
have been at his disposal. This would add 
t> rather than lessen the burdens of Mex- 
ico. 

His armies have always been inefficient- 
ly led, trained, and equipped; they neither 
represent a nation in arms, as do the 
European conscript armies, nor a yolun- 
teer army, such as those in Britain and 
the United States. The great mass of his 
men are involuntary conscripts, with no 
heart in their work, because heaving no 
real understanding of or interest in it. 

Under such conditions, the probabilities 
are that, no matter how much money he 
might be permitted to borrow, he never 
could restore more than a very temporary 
order, if that. 

From the Carranza Standpoiht. 

Opposed to Huerta is Carranza, at the 
head of the Constitutionalists. They main- 
tain their purpose is to establish constitu- 
tional government in Mexico. 

Are they strong enough, sincere enough, 
and united enough to overthrow the Huerta 
government, establish a just one, maintain 


it, and at the same time suppress all dis- |. 


order? 

Most foreigners in Mexico and many 
Mexicans maintain, and with considerable 
show of reason, that the success of Car- 
ranza would mean the outbreak of a new 
revolution, directed against him. They 
not only doubt his ability to suppress any 
such revolution, but also whether or not 
he could suppress the prevalent disorder, 
brought about by such leaders as Zapata. 

Diaz's government was strong, but fell 
because it not only failed to correct exist- 
ing abuses but increased them. 

Madero’s government was too reaction- 
ary for the most impatient of his support- 


ers, too progressive for many Mexicans, 


and too weak to support itself aguinst the 
opposition which it engendered. 
Hard Problem Confronts Mexico. 
Can any government be established by 
the Mexicans which will combine the vir- 
tues of these two administrations and the 
faults of neither? 


If the Mexicans should succeed in estab- 


lishing such a government, could they 
maintain it against its intermal enemies? 

So far the history of Mexico returns a 
negative answer to these two questions. 

In the meanwhile the peoples of the 
nations with interests in Mexico are ask- 
ing, with more insistence daily, how much 
longer the Mexicans are to be permitted to 
experiment in self-government, to the detri- 
ment of those interests. 

The Mexicans complain that foreign in- 
terests should not be permitted to interfere 
with their affairs. They do not see that 
the more highly developed nations, to 
maintain themselves, must reach out com- 
mercially and industrially. The day is 
rapidly paysing when a backward people 
ean fail to develop theif resources and 
refuse to let anybody else do it. 

The best defense against the inevitable 
advance of the commercial and industrial 
nations is a development equal to their 
own. There then will be no opening for 
them. 

Must Attract Foreigner. 

If this development cannot be brought 
about by the people of the country con- 
cerned, then they must so reguiate their 
government and institutions that along 
with the foreign capital will come foreign- 
ers, many of whom will be attracted t» 
and become citizens of the country. Thus, 
along with the development of its resources, 
the country concerned will develop a 
strong, progressive citizenship. 

This is what is happening in the Argen- 
tine, and is the reason why it is rapidly 
developing into a rich, powerful nation. 

The rich Mexicans did not develop their 
country. When the foreigners started that 
development they showed but little desire 
to really participate in it, They made no 
real effort to readjust the life of the coun- 
try to the new conditions which the introa- 
duction of foreigners and foreign capital 
was sure to bring about. In fact, they 
tried to keep society as it always had been. 

Thus they neither prepared their own 
people for the new conditions, nor did they 
provoke a healthy foreign immigration.

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NORTHUP ACCUSES 
“TOOLS” OF HOYNE 


Says Letters Show Rothenberg 
a Perjurer and Attempt- 
ed Blackmailer. -* 


MORE ‘INDUCED’ TO TALK. 


Many Resist Efforts of State’s At- 
torney to Put Quietus on 
Vote Fraud Inquiry. 


Rival grand jury investigations of the 
gubornation of peFjury charges in election 
fraud cases are expected to be the result 
of disclosures before Municipal Judge Wade 
on Saturday. Counter indictments were pre- 
dicted yesterday. 

State’s Attorney Hoyne intimated he would 
not hesitate to ask the indictment of Special 
State's Alttorney John ‘& Northup. He 
paid this would depend on developments 


qhen the hearing is resumed on Saturday. 


Mr. Northup, on the other hand, vigor- 
ously reasserted his pursuit of Hoyne would 
be unrelenting. He spent the day in his 
office preparing for the trial today of the 
first batch of the alleged ballot manipulators 
before Judge Richard E. Burke. 

David Rose, Thomas Geary, and Joseph 
Gordon are the men whose cases will be 
called. The defense, however, will make a 
fight to quash the indictment. Arguments 
on the motion filed last week are expected 
to take up most of the day. 

Mr. Northup also checked up on the let- 
ters received by him and others from Paul 
Ww. Rothenberg, his former investigator, who 
on Saturday sought to involve Northup in 
charges of manufacturing evidence in the 
fraud cases. 


Northup Accuses Rothenberg. 

“T have the material, facts, circumstances, 
and evidence to prove conclusively Rothen- 
berg is an attempted blackmailer, a per- 
jurer, and he obtained money by false pre- 
tenses and a confidence game,’’ said Northup. 
“Further than that, I have information that 


for four weeks before he left my employ he 


was in a conspiracy with certain persons 
interested in the defense of the men charged 
with election crookedness. 

“He was used by the defense as a tool 


to find out what was going on in my office, : 


as far as he could, and what cases were 
being investigated. I also have informa- 
tion he is connected with certain public 


officiais against whom charges had been.|. 
‘made by witnesses. 


“The whole purpose of the hearing before 
Judge Wade and the seizure of the state wit- 
nesses was to gain information for the de- 
fense. This is indicated by the third degree 
administered to Frank Rabb, a Republican 
judge in the Sixth precinct of the Thirty- 
fourth ward, and James Bidwell, one of my 
investigators. 


Tells of Rabb Testimony. 

“Rabb has testified before the special 
Brand jury as to the actions of Joseph Kost- 
ner, deputy commissioner of public works, 
on election night in his precinct. He refused 
to be browbeaten and was protected by his, 
attorney, Ald. Irwin R. Hazen. 

“The questions put to Bidwell indicated 
his examiners wanted to know what he had 
been paid, what cases he had worked on, 
what instructions were given and what the 
evidence was. His questions showed par- 
ticular interest in the Koster and Mahony !n- 
dictments. They also tried in vain to get 
Bidwell to accuse me. It was an effort to 


- egize investigators for the state and force 


them to give up information under the pre- 
tense a search for crime was being made by 
Boyne and his aids. 

“After the seizure of the witnesses they 
were held practically as prisoners and were 
vefused permission to see their friends or to 
obtain counsel.” « 

Mr. Northup repudiated the statement of 
Rothenberg that various prospective wit- 
nesses were to be given county jobs by Pres- 
ident McCormick of the county board. 
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beginning to end,"’ he said. 

Letters written by Rothenberg to him were 
exhibited by Mr. Northup in support of his 
assertion that Rothenbereg’s sole aim was to 
get more money from him. 

Mr. Northup did not deny he had given 
money to Sam Goldman, a state witness. He 
said Goldman was out of a job and had no 
money to take care of himself or family, and 
that he thought it cheaper to defray his ex- 
penses rather than keep him at a hotel, as 
Hoyne does his state witnesses. 


Hoyne Makes Statement. 

Hoyne, in a new statement, sought to make 
Capital of Rothenberg’s accusation that he, 
Rothenberg, had been given the money to 
pay Goldman. Hoyne said this proved North- 
up did not want it known that woldman was 
on his pay roll. : 
**I have no malice against Northup,” said 
Hoyne, ‘‘ but if the case demands action by 
the grand jury I would be just as willing to 
include Northup as I would any one else, 
but not moreso. Northup’s outburst in tne 
Municipal court on Saturday and in the news- 
papers Sunday morning is just like those of 
every man handled in the Criminal Court 
building. Nearly all those we send to Joilet 
shout conspiracy. 
“Northup’s charge that I am seeking to 
prejudice.the trial of the men indicted by 
the Cooper grand jury is preposterous in 
view of the facts developed and the con- 


fessions in my possession. I shall press 


‘That was a tissue of falsehoods from the warrants issued by Judge Wade, but 


do not see any necessity now of taking the 
matter before the December grand jury. 

**IT could have taken it up with the grand 
jury in the first place, but I wanted the hear- 
ing out in the open so the public could watch 
the developments. Had I not believed an 
effort had been made to get perjured tes- 
timony before the special grand jury I would 
not have gone into Judge Wade's court.” 


Hoyne “Induces” Allivarius. 
Assistant State’s Attorney Henry Berger 
during the day questioned William Alliva- 
rius, a former factory inspector. It was 
announced Allivarius had been ‘“ induced to 
confess "’ he had been asked by Northup to 
perjure himself. He is said to have stated 
he was offered $150 and a job in the county 
building. 
Mr. Northup branded the statement a lie. 
He said Allivarius had been brought to him 
by Rothenberg, who had told him Allivarius 
could tell what had transpired in the Kost- 
ner precinct. After admitting he knew of 
the ballot tampering Allivarius later refused 
to go before the grand jury, -.orthup sa'd. 
Rothenberg and Allivarius both are quar- 
tered at a hotel guarded by Hoyne’s sleuths. 
Otto Christensen, attorney of record for 
William Cunnea, Socialist candidate for 
state's attorney, in the recount proceedings 
before Judge Baldwin, at night produced 
written statements made at the time of the 
election which, he says, will discredit the 
testimony of Rothenberg.

The couple went to a theater in Milwaukee 
avenue and returned after Mrs. Wnorowski 
had retired but was still awake. 


‘Oh! Save Me! Save Me!”’ 

She heard the girl go to her room to lay 
aside her hat and coat, and then return to 
the hall. It developed there was another 
reason for going to her room, for almost 
immediately there was a cry from Kosinski, 
“O, save me, save me’’—then a revolver 
shot. 

Kosinski staggered back and fell through 
the door with a bullet over his heart. There 
Was @ pause, a wail, and then two more shots. 
When Mrs. Wnorowski hurried down the 
stairs the man was lying on his back, his 
head Outside the threshold. The girl had 
fallen across him, wounds in her arm and 
abdomen. The revolver laid beside her. 


Man Dies; Girl May Recover.

HAKSPEARE tells us that Richard 
Ill. thus expressed himself after the 
triumph of the White Rose faction. 
Converting winter into summer did 
not stop with the days of Richard 
III. Suns of York, now called radiators, 
hot water pipes, and hot air flues, are con- 
verting winter into summer. Most people 
spend the greater part of the dlay in winter 
in hot air—air that is hotter than room 


air in summer. 


In summer they take their warm air in 
the open. In winter they take it in closed 
rooms. In summer the hot air was heated 
while in contact with lakes, rivers, and wet 
ground. In winter it is heated while in 
contact with iron pipes and dry walls.

“With atmospheric pressure at approxi- 
mately 30 ins, dnd the temperature at 0 de- 
gree Fahrenheit, a cubie foot would hold 
0.481 grains of moisture; at B2 degrees I’, 
it would hold 2.113 grains of moisture; at 60 
degrees F. it would hold 5.745 grains; and 
at 70 degrees F. it would hold 7.98 grains. 

“Vapor or space at O degree F. and 50 
per cent relative humidity would contain 
approximately 0.24 grains of moisture per 
cubic foot. This vapor, on being heated 
to 70 degrees F., would still contain its 
absolute humidity of 0.24 grains of moisture 
per cubic foot, but its ‘relative humidity 
would drop from 50 per cent to 3 per cent,

South Side writes: (1) Shall be glad to 
have you advise how I can judge whether or 
not I have appendicitis or a tendency thereto. 
Just about where does the appendix of the 
human system lie? (2) Does a slight irrita- 
tion or bubbling-like feeling in the right 
lower part of the abdomen indicate anything 
towards appendicitis? (8) What really is the 
cause of appendicitis? ’’ 


REPLY. 

If you will place one finger on the navel and 
another on the small knob at the upper and front 
end of the hip bone you will touhh a point half 
way between these called McBurney’s point. This 
point is about three inches to the right of and one 
and a half inches below the navel. The appendix 
usually lies deep in the abdomen behind McBur- 
ney’s point. Appendicitis is shown by colicky pains 
and by tenderness over this region, by fever and by 
an insrease in the white cells. The first sign ie 
the lolicky pains, then tenderness, then fever.

The reason for the greater danger of appendicitis 
as compared with inflammation of a small area of 
the intestine is because the appendix does not 
readily drain.

MPPROR WILLIAM’S new minister 

plenipotentiary at Havana, b riedrich 

von Verdy du Vernois, will be re- 

membered in the United States as 

having spent several years at Wash- 
ington as secretary of the German embassy 
there during the presidency of Theodore 
Roosevelt. 

He bears a name familiar in military cir- 
cles throughout the world. His father, the 
late Gen. Julius Verdy du Vernois, minister 
of war, was the inventor of the famous mili- 
tary game of kriegspiel, which is played by 
staff officers.in every portion of the civilized 
world. 

He was one of the most witty, brilliant, and 
clever officers of the German army, and, 
until his later years, when he became ex- 
ceedingly fat, was one of the most popular 
leaders of cotillons at court affairs. Not 
only did he write charming poems and 
witty epigrams, but he was also the author 
of a number of plays, and even had a great 
reputation among the fair sex at Berlin 
as a designer of many a unique and lovely 
toilet worn on fancy dress occasions and 
in tableaux. He was indeed the antithesis 
of the traditional stiff, pompous, Prussian

Like sO many sons of humorous fathers, 
his heir, the new German envoy in Havana, 
is inclined to seriousness. At any rate, he 
conveys that impression, and. does not sug- 
gest frivolity either in his appearance or 
manner. 

He has inherited a considerable fortune 
from his parents, is still unmarried, and has 
been in turn secretary and chargé d'affaires 
of the Prussian legation at Stuttgart and of 
the German legations at Bucharest and 
Stockholm, 

His post at Stuttgart was one of some diffi- 
culty and delicacy, owing to the circum- 
stance that the king of Wiirtemberg is some- 
what irascible, and that his relations with 
the kaiser are frequently strained. It was 
Herr Verdy du Vernois’ services at Stuttgart 
that marked him out for the rapid promo- 
tion that has landed him in the office of 
minister plenipotentiary in Cuba.

“ That.excellent and by all Physitians ap- 
proved China Drink, called by the Chineans 
Teha, by other nations Tay, alias Tea, is 
sold at the Sultaness Head, a cuophee-house 
in Sweetingse Rents, by the Royal Exchange, 
London.’ 

While the latter is usually considered the 
firat purely -trade advertisement in a jour- 
nal, book and quack medicine announce- 
ments in newspapers have been traced as far 
back as April, 1647,

As the newly elected mayor of the impor- 
tant London borough of Battersea, John Rich- 
ard Archer, a well todo photographer, will be 
called upon not only to welcome in the bor- 
ough’s name King George, Queen Mary, and 
any English royal personage or foreign sov- 
ereign who may Visit Battersea, or even pass 
through it in state, but will also, in accord- 
ance with precedent, have to attend court 
with his wife. 

She is a full blooded negress, while he him- 
self is a dark mulatto, son of a full blooded 
West Indian negro and an Irishwoman of 
Liverpool, where he was born. 

The presence of these two worthy people 
of color at the court of King George and 
Queen Mary will excite no undue remark, 
Aithough John Archer. is the. first man of 
color to be elected to the office of mayor of an 
English borough, and of a borough of the 
British metropolis at that, there have been 
quite ‘a number of negroes who have been 
duly presented at the court of St. James. 

Thus, there was the late Sir Samuel Lewis, 
a coal black negro, who used to attend the 
court of Queen Victoria with Lady Lewis, 
his wife, as dusky hued as himself, and who 
survives him, making her home at Freetown, 
in Sierra Leone,

Sir Samuel was a graduate of London uni- 

versity, a member of the English bar, a mem- 
ber of the legislative council of the colony of 
Sierra Leone, the first mayor of Freetown, 
and, finaily, the chief justice of the colony of 
Sierra Leone. 

It was for his services as such that he was 
not only knighted by Queen Victoria but also 
decorated with the star of a commander of 
“the most distinguished Order of St. Michael 
and St. George,” an honor usually resery ed 
for diplomatic €nvoys, colonial governors 
and premiers, and for generals and admirals, 

‘This meant that at all official and social 
factions, Sir Samuel and Lady Lewis had 
the “pas” of all the untitled white men 
and women present, no matter how ancient 
their lineage or illustrious their name. 

Queen Victoria, when she received at Wind- 
sor the bishops and delegates of the great in- 
ternational convention of the Episcopal 
church, held it London a year or two be- 
‘fore her death, accorded just the same 
amount of distinguished consideration to 
the half a dozen bishops who belonged to 
the negro race as to their white English 
and American fellow prelates; while at a 
subsequent convention, held during the reign 
of King Edward, he received the negro 
bishops at court and also included them 
in his invitations to garden parties at Wind-

For over two years I was paymaster for 
the Mexican Light and Power company on 
their construction work, some 180 kilometers 
northeast of Mexico City, in the state of 
Puebla. The work being carried on there 
covered a large territory, and, as we em- 
ployed an ever changing army of some 8,000 
peons and mechanics, receiving all the way 
from 87 cents to $3 a day, Mexican cur- 
rency, I, of course, came into personal con- 
tact with many classes of Mexican labor. 
Then, too, for several months I resided in 
Mexico City, meeting many Mexican families, 
as I did later on in smaller cities like Puebla 
and Tulanciugo, and, although never having 
had any Mexican generals for playmates and 
remembering very kindly the many courte- 
sies extended to me by Mexican acquaint- 
ances, I must say that I think “‘ Observer’s "’ 
estimate of the average Mexican character 
an absolutely correct one.

Head of Tuberculosis Institute 
Seores Cook County. 


AT SECOND PRESBYTERIAN. 


Episcopal Denomination Offers Spe- 
cial Prayers for Afflicted. 


i 


Criticism of Cook county for the inadequate 
care of persons afflicted with tuberculosis 
was made yesterday by James Minnick, pres- 
ident of the Chicago Tuberculosis institute, 
in an address at the Second Presbyterian 
church, Michigan avenue and Twentieth 
street. It was ‘‘ Tuberculosis Sunday,” and 
the cure and prevention of the disease was 
made the theme in many of the pulpits in 
Chicago and throughout the state. 

“ There are 227 cases of tuberculosis in Oak 
Forest,’’ Mr. Minnick said, ‘and only one 
physician and ten nurses, and none of these 
graduate nurses. In the county hospital 
there are more beds for tuberculosis patients 
than there are patients because of the lack of 
faith in the scientific character of the treat- 
ment. I am saying this not so much to criti- 
cise the officials as I am to educate the public 
to make a more insistent demand for better 
service. 


Praises Private Corporations. 

*‘ Some private corporations are doing ex- 
cellent work in caring for their own working 
force in regard to the disease. The Interna- 
tional Harvester company and the Western 
Electric company are among those who have

Sabbath Made for Man. 

“Jesus laid down just one principle con- 
cerning the observance of the Sabbath,”’ Dr. 
MeGann said in his sermon. “It was em- 
bodied in the reply he made to his critics 
when they upbraided him and his disciples 
for violating the Sabbath by eating the grain 
growing: in the field through which they 
were walking. ‘The Sabbath,’ Jesus said, 
‘was made for man and not man for the 
Sabbath.’ 

“The observance of Sunday, which has in- 
herited all of the good that there was in the 
Jewish Sabbath, ought not to be regarded 
as a duty but as a privilege, as though the 
Lord with outstretched hand should say to 
the weary toiler: ‘ Be at rest.’ 

‘The man who sits with his hand on his 


chin trying to decide whether it is to his 


personal interest to go to the golf fleld or 
to church may be a good father and hus- 
band but he is nota good citizen. 


Church Attendance Benefits. 
“Can a man be religious and not go to 
church? I am not interested in that questiop 
@ny more than I am in the question as to 
whether a person can get an education with- 
eut going to college. 
‘But the personal benefits of church at- 


man needs a change of view point from the 
one he is obliged to meet during the week. 
Attendance on church kindles in his heart tne 
gmoldering religious spirit.

NO TRACE OF UTAH OUTLAW; 
RESUME THE SEARCH TODAY. 


Crawling on Hands and Knees and 
Dynamite Room Where Trail Led. 


Bingham, Utah, Dec, 7.—Tracks of a man 
crawling on his hands and knees and drag- 
ging a rffe were found in Phoenix tunnel 
No.2 of the Utah-Apex mine today by the 
posses searching for Ralph Lopez, slayer of 
six men. 

They were followed until they turned into 
a room, and into this was flung a stick of 
dynamite, which brought down tons of 
earth and rock. The room will be cleared of 
débris and searched tomorrow. 

Aside from this one possibility that the 
desperado lay dead in the room, the sheriffs 
and deputies found nothing to dispel the 
common belief that he had escaped before 
the gases, which were forced into the mine 
last week to asphyxiate him, became over- 
powering. 

The pursuit of Lopez began on Nov. 21, 
when he killed a Mexican miner.

Hundreds Turned Away from 
Doors at the Sunday Even- 
ing Club Meeting. 


LIKENS COUNTRY TO HELL 


Says Dark Continent Is a Land 
Where Strong Always Drag 
Down the Weak. 


Hundreds were turned away from Or- 
chestra hall last evening, unable to get an en<« 
trance to the meeting of the Sunday Evening 
club. .The speaker was Dan Crawford, fellow 
of the Royal Geographical society, the first 
white man to follow in the path of David 
Livingston. For twenty-three years Mr. 
Crawford has been a missionary in central 
Africa. He was on his way back to Africa, 
he said, and never expected to see America 
again. 

The address was the fourth delivered dur- 
ing the day, the other three addresses hav- 
ing been given in Oak Park in the First 
Congregational and First Presbyterian 
churches. Mr. Crawford will go to St. Louis 
today, but will return to Chicago Wednesday 
and deliver several addresses, leaving again 
on Saturday. r 


Calls Africa Yoarest Hell.

One of the greatest 
achievements I was able to accomplish in 
Africa was the building of six miles of clean 
dwelling houses for the natives. They soon 
caught the spirit and built 130 miles for 
themselves. 

‘“‘An African said to me, after I had ex- 
plained the wonders of civilization—the aero- 
plane, the submarine, the elevators: ‘To 
be better off is not to be better.’ This is the 
lesson I leave with you, O Chicago.”

CHINA BUILD NAVY 


Yuan Asks for Official Adviser | 
WILL TELL POINCARE TODAY 


and Lieut. Commander Paul 
Foley Is Assigned.  _ 


WANTS TO GUARD FUTURE 


Despoliation of Republic by Eu- 
ropean Powers and Japan 
- Reason for Awakening. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT,] 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 7.—[Special.}—. 
While the house of representatives is about 
to go on record in favor of a “ naval holl- 
day,” the new republic of China is taking 
steps to provide itself with an efficient fleet. 

Yuan Shi Kal, president of China, has 
asked President Wilson to assign an Amer- 
ican naval officer to the far east, charged 
with the special duty of. assisting the Chi- 
nese admiralty in the upbuilding of an ef- 
fective navy. 

Upon the recommendation of Admiral 
Dewey, Lieut. Commander Paul Foley, now 


on duty with the general board, has been \ 


selected for this important detail. It is 
expected China will ask Great Britain and 
oné or two other power to assign officers 
to coBperate with Lieut. Commander Foley 
in the work ahead of him. 


Result of Being Despoiled. 

The determination of China to build a 
navy is the logical result of the way it has 
been despoiled by foreign nations because 
of its military weakness. As a result of its 
war with Japan almost twenty. years ago it 
relifquished suzerainty over Corea and sur- 
rendeved Forn.osa and some other islands to 


the conqueror. 
Had it not been for the intervention of 


European powers at the time Japan would | 


have held Port Arthur and dominated Corea. 
Russia subsequently took Port Arthur and 
built the Trans-Manchurian railroad, which 
gave it control of Manchuria. Great Brit- 
ain took Wei Hai Wei, just opposite Port 
Arthur, and Germany occupied Kiao Chou, 
on the Shantung promontory, and claimed 
the entire Shantung province as its sphere 
of influence. France defined the Chinese ter- 
ritary adjoining Tonkin China as ite sphere 
of tnfivence. Japan's sphere comprised the 
provinees west of Formosa. 


Russia Holds Tight Grip. 

The Russo-Japanese war was fought in 
Manchuria. Japan now is the master of 
Corea, and through railroad connections and 
occupation of Port Arthur controls southern 
Manchuria. Russia has retained its grip 
on northern Manchuria, and only @ short 
time ago brought about a condition of af- 
fairs in Chinese Turkestan and Mongolia 
- whieh strengthens its hoid on those vast 
* territories. Finally there is ever in the Chi-

of Peking as a result of the Boxer revolt. 
*wellowing the Russo-Japanese war the 
Chinese government set about building up 
an army, under the instruction of Japanese 
officers. A great deal of jealousy has been 
aroused because of the extent of Japanese 
influence; also there is fear of Japanese ter- 
ritorial ambition. — ' 
»-Realizes Need of Navy. 
‘The newChinese government fully realizes 


an army i not sufficient for defense, but that 
it must be supplemented by an effective | 


navy. Apparently President Yuan is not 
willing to have the Japanese alone direct 
the organization of a fleet and to avoid giv- 
ing offense to Tokio has hit upon the plan 
of creating a foreign naval commission. 
At the present time Chine has practically 
no navy. It has only four reasonably good 
fighting ships, one of which is a first class 
cruiser, and three are second class cruisers. 


The naval program which President Yuan. 


has in mind contemplates the construction 
ef battleships, cruisers, submarines, and 
other fighting craft.

No Demonstration Evoked 
by Paderewski's Playing. 


BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. 

ADEREWEKI played his first recital for 
the present season yesterday afternoon in 
Orchestra hall. A week ago the last seat 
had been sold, a fact that may be in- 
terpreted as indicating a predigposition. to 
enthusiasm on the part of the audience assem- 
bled. This gathering remained undemonstrative 
throughout the recital, though sufficiently cor- 
dial in its expression of pleasure in the art re- 

vealed. ; 

There was no exhibition of shouting, cheering 
enthusiasm,:such as Kreisler recently evoked. 
The many encores at the conclusion of the pro- 
gram were accepted as a custom long estab- 
lished. The public expected them and remained 
comfortably seated. The pianist expected them 


to be earned by prolonged applause. 

When Paderewski last toured America his art 
showed remarkable growth. True greatness of 
spirit and of utterance had replaced woefyl ex- 
aggerations of sentiment and hysterical rhap- 
sody, to the pain and sorrow of countless fem- 
inine admirers, as the attendance at his second 


ing that the public fatled to value sincerity 
and was unprepared for such expressions of 
true depth of feeling and nobility of thought 
as his art might achjeve, the pianist, seemingly, 
has attempted a return to his older manner. 

But the American public since then has sat at 
the feet of Busoni, Hofmann, Bauer, and Ganz 
and has learned to value sanity in piano play- 
ing. Therefore Paderewski just misses the 
mark a second time. His playing yesterday was 
neurotic, disordered, incoherent. {It passed be- 
fore the aural vision like a badly focused pic- 
ture cast in magnified distortion upon a screen, 
Flashes of beauty illumined its vast, importunate 
vagueness. It jumped and twitched with uncon- 
trolled nervous impuises. Spasmodic accents 
marred its melodic lines. It stopped abruptly 
in arbitrary pause or rushed impetuously to an- 
ticipate a climax. 

However, it sustained faithfully those meager 
theatrical possibilities that may be exploited in 
piano recital. Pose and gesture accentuated the 
sentimental moments. Hands thrown high fell 
crashingly upon resounding chords. Feet ferked 
and kicked at the pedals until the mannerism 
became distressing to witness, suggesting the 
possibility that Paderewski had practiced long 
upon a mechanical piano player before prepar- 
ing a recently published testimonial.

These impressions are concerned with the 
Chopin numbers and certain of the encores. 
Owing to other duties it was impossible to hear 
the Bach, Beethoven, and Schumann numbers. 
But Chopin always has afforded Paderewski his 
most grateful opportunities. Unfortunately the 
physical mannerisms described were not without 
their musical complement. The left hand ha- 
bitually anticipated the right hand, There were 
alterations in text, such as marred the trio or 
the funeral march. Nor was there technica] im- 
peccability except in the two Liszt études which 
concluded the program and in some of the en- 
cores. .

LLE. ANNA PAVLOWA and her troupe 

of Russian dancers, this year without 

the spurned Mordkin, whose accomplish-

the spectators, appeared yesterday at the Audi- 
torium before an audience of great proportions.

Using Scraps of Bread. 


nm most households scraps of bread ac- 
é¢ cumulate in spite of one. I~ brown 
what I have and use them in place of 
cracker dust in recipes calling for the 
latter. I also use them in soups and 
croquettes, croutons, etc. The following has 
proved my best way of utilizing scraps, as it 
not only uses up the dry bits of bread, but 
other leftovers, and makes an appetizing dish 
at the same time: Get bread scraps ready by 
Dreaking into bits about the size of small wal- 
nuts. Add enough water to soften .thoroughly, 
but not to make it ‘sloppy,” and use three 
onions according to their size and the quantity 
of bread you have. Add cold potatoes, 
tomatoes, corn—any vegetable you may have. 
Break two or more eggs into the mixture, sea- 
gon with salt and pepper and stir all together. 
Form balls and fry as you would any cro- 
quettes. If you do not like onions leave them 
out. Celery is nice when added to this mix- 
ture. In fact, its possibilities are so many one 
can serve it many times without having the 
same flavor. Any green stuff is good in it. 
These croquettes are much better than they 
sound. Every one who has eaten mine has 
pronounced them fine. Mrs. C. G, C.” 
Readers will observe that the vegetables in 
the “leftover” described by our esteemed cor- 
respondent are cooked and cold. With this 
dish, as indeed with all entrées made from for- 
mer meals, “everything depends upon right mix- 
ing and seasoning. We thank the notable house- 
mother who gives us a new way of using to 
advantage cold vegetables. May I add for the 
eye of my correspondent that I regret more 
than I can say here the stringent rules of the 
department that forbid me to insert the latter 
part of her communication.

** Babe "’ Adams of Pittsburgh was second 
to Mathewson witha record of only 2.15 runs 
per nine innings earned off him in the forty- 
three games in which he participated. Tes- 
reau and Demaree of the Giants were close 
behind Adams in the matter of effectiveness, 
Pierce, the Cub southpaw, who worked in fast 
company for the first time last season, was fifth 
‘gn the league. His opponents made an average 
of not quite two and one-third runs off him in 
nine innings. Charley Smith and Larry Cheney 
ranked next to Pierce in efficiency among the 
Cub hurlers. | 

Shows Hurlers’ Real Merit 

The work of the pitchers is gauged by their own 
performances and not by the work of their sup- 
porting teams, as used to be the case under the 
archaic system of ranking hurlers by games won 
and lost. Each pitcher is charged with the 
number of runs made off him without the aid of 
errors or passed balls. The total of earned runs 
is divided by the number of innings each man 
pitches, and that result is mutiplied by nine to 
give the average of earned runs for a regu- 
lation game. | 


None of the National league pitchers succeeded 


in holding his opponents below an average of two 
earned runs per game, while the official records 
of. the American league showed that five of its 
pitchers allowed less) than two earned tallies on the
